Safety at 
Christmas 

Fire Chief Edward Tracy and Fire 
Marshal William Kramer ask that you 
follow these tips for a safe Holiday 
Season. 

Safety and your Christmas tree: 

A cut tree is like a cut flower — 
neither will last very long without water. 
A Christmas tree purchased from a lot 
or cut on a tree farm can remain rela¬ 
tively fire resistant if you follow these 
simple steps: 

• Clean the tree stand with a capful 
of bleach mixed with water. This re¬ 
duces the growth of organisms that can 
block the tree’s intake of water. 

• Select a fresh tree with needles 
which do not pull easily from branches 
and do not break when gently bent. 

• Consider having your tree sprayed 
with a State Fire Marshal approved 
flame retardant chemical. This will not 
make the tree flame proof, but will help 
with its fire resistance. 

• Recut the trunk at least one inch 
above the old cut and put it into water 
immediately. 

• Most important, keep the tree in 
water. Check the water level in the stand 
daily and refill with lukewarm water. 
Commercial floral preservatives can be 
added. 

• Locate the tree away from heat 
sources (including television sets). Be 
careful not to block exitways with the 
tree or rearranged furniture. 

• Use only U.L. (Underwriters Lab¬ 
oratories) approved miniature type tree 
lights to reduce drying effect. Do not 
connect more than 200 midget lights to¬ 
gether through one string or cord. 

• Check lights before putting them 
on the tree. Replace sets if bare wires or 
bulb filaments are exposed, sockets are 
cracked or broken, or plugs and con¬ 
nectors have loose or missing inserts. 

• Never leave a lighted tree unattend¬ 
ed, or leave lights on for prolonged 
periods of time. Turn the lights off 
and the heat down when leaving the 
house or retiring for the night. 

• Remove the tree from the house 
as soon as possible after Christmas. 

Never burn a Christmas tree or 
package wrappings in a fireplace or 
wood stove.

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URM plan on City Council agenda Dec. 12 


' W 


A “plan” for mitigating the seismic safety 
hazards posed by some 52 unreinforced masonry 
(URM) buildings in Sierra Madre will be on the City 
Council agenda Tuesday, Dec. 12. 

Submittal of a plan is required by the state 
by Jan. 1. Only two council meetings, including the 
Dec. 12 meeting, remain before the deadline. 

The proposal would simply adopt, by reference, 
Division 88, Chapter IX of Article I of the Los 
Angeles Municipal Code, amended to limit the maxi¬ 
mum period of compliance to three years. 


It would also include compliance with the 
Glass and Glazing Chapter of the Uniform Build¬ 
ing Code and require all parapets of unreinforced 
masonry or concrete to be rehabilitated according 
to regulations spelled out in this chapter. 

All affected property owners have been noti¬ 
fied of the hearing and presumably will be sup¬ 
plied with copies of the referenced ordinance which, 
to date, is only available at the City Hall or 
library as reference material. 

The Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce had 



directed a letter to the council on Nov. 7, stating 
“Board members of both the chamber and Main 
Street have expressed concern and support for . . . 
adoption of a specific plan that addresses our situa¬ 
tion in a timely but prudent and realistic manner.” 

The letter urged the use of Community Re¬ 
development Agency or Community Development 
Block Grant funds to match payments, loans or 
grants to the affected owners for the purpose of 
hiring “designated engineering consulting teams” 
to assess the amount of mitigation necessary. 


It also urged adoption of Division 88, plus a 
request that the necessary structural analysis be 
required of owners by a deadline no later than July 
1, 1990, and completion of the mitigation work it¬ 
self no later than July 1, 1995. This was subse¬ 
quently changed from a five- to a three-year 
deadline. 

Tuesday morning the Chamber Board also 
adopted a motion in which the chamber and Main 
Street ask the council to make a 90-day study of

relocating a number of URM-impacted buildings on 
the south side of West Sierra Madre Blvd. to the 
Mariposa Parking Lot as a possible solution to URM 
mitigation. (See article elsewhere in this edition of 
The News.) 

A report from Building Inspector Steve Pock, 
dated Sept. 19, showed that of an initial 67 buildings, 
14 have been removed from the URM list, since 
the owners have submitted supporting information 
of construction date or structural strength of the 
building. 

A total of 18 property owners have returned 
the city’s original questionnaire. These buildings 
will remain on the URM list until the owners 
submit supporting information to verify their build¬ 
ing as being structurally reinforced. 

Only three property owners have submitted 
structural rehabilitation plans and are currently in 
the city plan check system. 

One building was completely demolished and 
has been reconstructed. 

Thirty-one property owners still have not res¬ 
ponded to the city’s request for information regard¬ 
ing the status of their structure and will also remain 
on the URM list which will be submitted to the state 
on Jan. 1.

Hillside Coalition appeals 
decision by Oliver Dablo

This URM problem, — you might call it a blessing 
in disguise. It could be the coordination of total 
development.” 

May noted that a plan much like Murphy’s 
had been outlined years ago and “at that time you’d 
have thought we were crazy but things have changed 
now. We need to look at it to see if it’s a feasible 
thing.” 

Horst Engel of VIP Travel said, “All we’re 
looking for is two months for study to give all 
players a chance ... It makes sense to me, to try 
to get as much study and information together.” 

Helen Elliott of The Spinning Wheel said, “We’ll 
all be forced to comply (with URM). Wouldn’t 
it be far better to study and put together a plan 
that would affect the whole area?” 

Judy Webb-Martin noted that their real estate 
company has no access to Mariposa. “We would 
like to join. Let’s at least look at it.” 

When Valencia spoke of “planters in the meri¬ 
dian” earlier, he was referring to the decision by 
Main Street and the Chamber of Commerce to go 
along with the demonstration project of placing 20 
cement planter containers down the center of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. from Hermosa to the corner of Kersting 
Court. These planters, placed in that area for a 90- 
day trial basis, would possibly deter the excessive 
speed and deteriorating pedestrian safety as well as 
stop illegal U-turns. 

Although several members of both groups 
were not in favor of the project. Main Street and 
the Chamber of Commerce requested the Sierra 
Madre CRA to allocate up to $5000 from CRA 
infrastructure funds for that purpose. 

As part of the meridian project. Police Chief 
Bill Betts has suggested painting 45-degree angle 
striping within the crosswalk areas. 

The chief has discussed the planter proposal 
with the Main Street staff. While Betts shares the 
concerns expressed by some others, he has not regis¬ 
tered opposition to the plan. He strongly supports 
a 90-day review time frame for the proposal. 

At this point implementation depends upon when 
the container/planter company confirms delivery.

The long, drawn-out Lawson Martin application 
for a hillside lot split off Chantry Flat Road will 
be back for a ninth round before the City Council 
during a 19-month interim. 

Eric Martens, attorney for the Hillside Coali¬ 
tion, has filed an appeal from the decision rendered 
by Public Works Director Oliver Dablo on Oct. 30. 

The matter had been referred from the City 
Council decision on Sept. 12 for Dablo’s “final” 
decision which a surprise announcement previously 
had revealed was “required by the Sierra Madre 
City Code,” thus rendering the council’s decisions 
as advisory only. 

City Attorney Charles Martin has stated that 
he “does not believe a staff decision should approve 
parcel maps with only the right of appeal to the res¬ 
pective agencies (i.e. Planning Commission and City 
Council).” 

Nevertheless, he agreed that the code currently 
requires this. 

Dablo’s “conditional” decision was dated Oct. 
30, and was subsequently circulated to City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea for his “input and approval” 
and the Lawson Martins for their approval, as well 
as the Coalition. 

The Coalition’s attorney objected to the fact 
that all of the suggestions submitted on behalf of 
the Coalition were rejected, and the approval, 
dated Oct. 30, was actually posted on Nov. 16. 

The appeal was filed on the following basis: 

A. “The Approval imposes an improper condition, 
i.e., that the operation of the gate on the North 
Santa Anita Drive be changed from the present 
manual operation to an electronic operation, with¬ 
out finding of fact as to the impact such a change 
would have on the public safety of the citizens of 
the city of Sierra Madre; 

B. “The approval fails to accurately reflect the 


recommendations of the City Council at its meeting 
held on Sept. 12; 

C. “The approval fails to require the legend or 
endorsement on the map which would implement 
and give notice of the Declaration of Deed Restric¬ 
tion and Covenant Running with Land, a draft of 
which was enclosed with (the attorney s) letter o 
Nov. 14, which is the essence of an agreement bet¬ 
ween the Coalition and the Martins.” 

This last refers to the agreement by Mark Steres, 
attorney for the Martins, on behalf of his clients 
to the signing of a covenant specifying that no 
further applications would be made for further sub¬ 
divisions of the land. The City Council’s proposal 
to include this land in a broad R-1-15,000 square 
foot hillside zoning band has rendered the question 
crucial, in the opinion of the Coalition. The covenant 
has not yet been signed. 

The appeal also included the following: 

“In addition, it is possible that one or more of 
the following conditions may exist, which if proven 
true, would constitute additional grounds for appeal: 

D. “Failure of the city by and through the city 
administrator to abide by the municipal code . . . 
which reposes the sole and exclusive authority to 
initially approve or disapprove a parcel map with the 
director of public works, not with the city adminis¬ 
trator. Moreover, the code does not authorize the 
director of public works to circulate ‘drafts’ of deci¬ 
sions to the city administrator and the applicant 
(Martins) for their ‘input and approval.’ 

E. “Impermissable influence and interference by the 
city administrator in the approval process which is 
given by the code solely and exclusively to the direc¬ 
tor of public works.” 

With the submittal of the appeal, the matter 
will now continue — through how many more rounds, 
nobody seems to know at this point. _ j m.

Both the Preservation and the No Growth 
Movements have taken Sierra Madre by storm in the 
last couple of years. 

Well-organized groups have formed to lobby 
for their views. 

Those who dare to disagree seem to be well 
outnumbered and have resorted, more and more, 
to threats of litigation, appearing at council meet¬ 
ings Hanked by articulate and high-powered attor¬ 
neys who claim their clients’ basic property rights 
are being “prejudiced” by the preservationists. 

Ihe preservationists, in turn, flex political 
muscle, reminding council members that elections 
are coming up in less than six months. 

The News, in a series of articles on the contro¬ 
versies created by the movement, covered the first 
of the activist groups to be formed — the Home¬ 
owners/Residents Association — in a previous article. 

Another dedicated group is the Hillside Coali¬ 
tion, officially only about tour months old, but 
already the fastest growing, with “members” num¬ 
bering some 150 residents. 

According to Verna Chilton and Caroline Brown, 
who call themselves the “foot soldiers” of the group, 
there are no officers, no formal meetings, no by¬ 
laws and no members, as sucli. 

“We are a lobbying group — an information 
network,” says Chilton. “We count as ‘members’ 
those who have contributed money, time and/or 
effort to our cause.” 

Their cause is the protection atid preservation 
of the hillsides. 

Their roots go back to the Chantry Mat Ciate 
battle when 1500 residents joined to petition for the 
protective gate. 

Then the Lawson Martin development on the 
Chantry Flat Road coalesced those living below the 
site to protest the proposal. 

Others joined them and the cause itself broad¬ 
ened to encompass all of the undeveloped hill¬ 
side areas in the city. 

They strongly back the Planning Commission’s 
proposed restrictive Hillside Ordinance, which 
opponents claim comes close to confiscating the pro¬ 
perty in its one house per five-, 10-, 20-, and 40- 
acre zoning. 

They just as strongly oppose the City Council’s 
counter-proposal, which leaves a large portion of the 
area at R-1-15, or close to three houses per acre. 

They also endorse the establishment of a Sierra 
Madre Mountain Conservancy, with the goal of pre¬ 
serving as much of the hillsides as possible in a to¬ 
tally pristine state, in perpetuity. 

The Lawson Martin development is by no means 
settled, they feel, and they are concerned because 
the Martins have not yet signed a covenant agree¬ 
ing not to split the site further. It is included in 
the broad R-1-15 band proposed by the council. 

A number of the coalition’s leaders also belong 
to the Homeowners/Residents Association and 
endorse their stands as well. 

The Homeowners, in turn, co-sponsored a 


garage sale on Nov. 4, which raised $700 to help 
with legal fees incurred by the Coalition in fighting 
the Martins’ original 4-lot proposal and continuing 
to the present, with the covenant still hanging in 
the balance. 

Chilton and Brown have conducted exhaustive 
research on aspects of hillside characteristics, con¬ 
tacting county and state authorities on planning 
and various regulatory codes, geological, environ¬ 
mental, seismic, flood and other hazards which 
might be encountered in development. They even 
procured the state’s General Plan, CEQA and other 
zoning and regulatory material. 

“We don’t want to act without background 
information,” Chilton stated. 

She noted that she had called the state head of 
Mines & Geology in Sacramento, who said we must 
be careful in this area in view of the hazard 
posed by landslides as a secondary effect of earth¬ 
quakes. 

As a member of the Conservancy Com¬ 
mittee, Brown stated that she was hopeful one could 
be established. She noted that it could be very ex¬ 
pensive and that the people of Sierra Madre will ulti¬ 
mately have to decide if it is worth it. 

She said the committee would probably tar¬ 
get the highest land (presumably the topmost quar¬ 
ter sections) farthest away from urban development. 

Gurdon Miller, a senior city planner for the city 
of Los Angeles, said he supports the Coalition’s 
efforts because it has brought a focus on hiUsi^ 
preservation and has acted in a responsible manner. 

Julie Rosenthal stated that she and her husband 
support it because they care about the mountains 
and live in Sierra Madre. “We live directly under¬ 
neath the Martin development. Any mistakes would 
end up in our back yard. We have to stay on top 
of things,” she said. 

Joy Phillips sees the need for the Coalition 
because of its positive approach to a common goal. 
She feels the city fathers are going to tread more 
gingerly after the recent Northern California earth¬ 
quake. 

Steven Broyless, an environmental attorney, 
supports the concept of a conservancy. “We should 
make an effort to acquire some areas,” he said. 
He feels strongly about preserving hillside oaks and 
believes multi-story houses are not appropriate in 
the hillsides. 

George and Gerda Enyedi stated that the Coali¬ 
tion’s goals include, “being a watchdog, staying 
abreast and alerting interested citizens of City Coun¬ 
cil activities dealing with our hillsides . ..” 

Chilton and Brown, the “foot soldiers” continue 
to send out flyers, marshall phoners and runners, 
study weighty tomes on the subject, confer with 
authorities in the field and present dissertations 
to the council on their findings. 

Activists in action — a force to be reckoned 
with.
